ALL EYES ON PATERNO 

PENN STATE CALLS OFF COACH’S NEWS CONFERENCE IN WAKE OF SEX SCANDAL

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. Joe Paterno, an icon al- 
most larger than Penn State itself, could be 
out of a job by week’s end after the legendary 
football coach found himself Tuesday at the 
center of a widening child sex abuse scandal. 

Amid growing outrage over charges 
brought against former assistant coach Jerry 
Sandusky— who stands accused of assaulting 
boys as young as lo — several media outlets 
reported that Paterno has fallen out of favor 
with the university’s board of trustees. 

Without notifying him, Penn State admin- 
istrators abruptly canceled Paterno’s weekly 
news conference Tuesday leaving more than a 
hundred reporters waiting for a chance to talk 
to the 84-year-old coach who has racked up 
more than 400 victories and two dozen bowl 
triumphs. 

Despite student cheers and an overwhelm- 
ing crush of media, it was a powerless Paterno 
who left his State College house Tuesday af-

ternoon for practice. 

“I know you guys have a lot of questions 
and I was hoping to be able to answer some 
of them today,” he said. “We’ll try to do it as 
soon as we can.” 

But four days after Sandusky was charged 
with sexually assaulting at least eight boys — 
some allegedly in the showers of Penn State’s 
football training facility— the New York 
Times quoted unnamed top-level sources in 
saying that Paterno, “in recent days, lost the 
support of many board members.” 


Citing two people briefed on the conver- 
sations by top school officials, the Times re- 
ported Paterno could be fired within days or 
weeks after he failed to call the police when 
a graduate assistant— now identified as wide 
receivers coach Mike McQueary— told him 
Sandusky assaulted a boy in 2002. 

Authorities have maintained Paterno isn’t a 
target of the investigation. After hearing Mc- 
Quear/s distraught account in 2002, Paterno 
called Curley to his house the next morning 
and told him what he heard, according to the 
grand jury presentment. 

By Pennsylvania child protection laws, 
people who are required to report suspected 
child abuse to police include doctors, nurses, 
clergy, teachers, day care workers and school 
administrators. 

If a staff worker employed by a covered or- 
ganization witnesses or hears of abuse, he or 
she is required only to report it to a superior, 
as Paterno did. 


Details of the scandal 

No one yet knows how deep the Jerry 
Sandusky scandal will reach. Another 
man has stepped forward as the ninth 
victim, state police reported Tuesday. 

Filed Saturday, the 40 counts against 
Sandusky, who is free on bail, include 
involuntary deviate sexual intercourse, 
aggravated indecent assault, unlawful 
contact with a minor and endangering 
the welfare of a child. 

A state grand jury says Sandusky, a 
former Penn State defensive coordina- 
tor and the founder of children’s’ char- 
ity The Second Mile, used his position 
of power to assault at least eight boys 
over a 15-year period. 

In the 2002 incident, then-graduate 
assistant Mike McQueary allegedly 
saw Sandusky forcing anal sex on a 
10-year-old in an on-campus shower. 

Two university administrators-ath- 
letic director Tim Curley and Vice 
President for Finance and Business 
Gary Schultz-have been charged with 
perjury and failure to report. Curley 
and Schultz, who were arraigned 
Monday in Harrisburg, stepped down 
from their positions Sunday.

Police and Occupy 
protesters so far have 
struck peaceful balance

When Chicago police officers moved in to arrest 
Occupy Chicago protesters in Grant Park on a 
recent weekend, they did not swarm the crowd of 
hundreds to handcuff people en masse. Instead, a 
small group of officers approached each demon- 
strator individually v^ath a choice: leave immedi- 
ately wth no questions asked, or be arrested. 

It took hours, but one-by-one, the protesters 
stood up calmly to be handcuffed and were led 
away to jail.

Google vs. Groupon 

Search giant expanding its daily deals platform to Chicago

Google, a former Groupon suitor- turned ri- 
val, is expected to announce Wednesday that 
it is expanding its own daily deals platform to 
Chicago. 

Google Offers launched in Portland, Ore., 
in June and is live in other major markets such 
as New York and the Bay Area. In addition 
to Chicago, the Mountain View, Calif -based 
company is rolling out deals in Atlanta, Hous- 
ton, L.A. and Brooklyn, N.Y., bringing its to- 
tal number of cities to 21. 

Google’s inaugural Chicago deal is $10 for 
$20 at the Goose Island Brewpub on North 
Clark Street. 

Chicago-based Groupon, which is cred-

ited with pioneering the daily deals indus- 
try, spurned a nearly $6 billion buyout of- 
fer from Google last year. On Friday, the 
3 -year-old company began trading on the 
Nasdaq in an initial public offering valued at 
$12.76 billion, representing the second-larg- 
est Internet IPO by market capitalization 


after Google’s 2004 debut. 

Other marquee Web names, such as Yelp 
and Facebook, have withdrawn from offer- 
ing daily deals after initial experiments. But 
Google sees discounts as part of the com- 
pany’s larger array of advertising tools for lo- 
cal merchants. This line-up includes Places, 
which allows businesses to edit their listings 
on Google Maps, and its Analytics service for 
tracking website traffic and online advertising 
campaigns. 

“It’s much more than blasting out emails 
every day” said Eric Rosenblum, director of 
product management for Google Offers. “It’s 
about building a set of products that work for 
different types of merchants.”

LOS ANGELES Rapper Heavy D, who 
scored hit singles such as “Now 'That 
We Found Love,” died Tuesday after falling 
at his Beverly Hills home, according to media 
reports. He was 44. 

TMZxom reported the rapper, whose real 
name is Ehvight Errington Myers, was found 
on a walkway and an ambulance was called. 
When emergency workers arrived he was 
conscious and speaking but died later at a 
nearby hospital. 

Beverly Hills police confirmed the basic 
information, but declined to release a name 
pending family notification. Police Lt. Mark 
Rosen said a man was found on a walkway 
shortly before noon, conscious and talk- 
ing, but having difficulty breathing. He was 
rushed to a hospital, where he died. 

Further details were undisclosed pending 
an investigation, but Rosen said there were 
no signs of foul play. 

The singer’s NewTbrk-based agent was not 
immediately available for comment. 

Heavy D was born in Jamaica and moved to 
Mt. Vernon, N. Y., as a child. I le enjoyed hip- 
hop music as a kid and formed his first group, 
the Boyz, with high school friends who took 
the stage names DJ Eddie F, Trouble T-Roy 
andG-Wiz. 

The group became Heavy D & TTie Boyz 
and released their first album in 1987, which 
included singles “Mr. Big Stuff” and “The 
Overweight Lover’s in the House.” Their 
breakout album came with 1989’s “BigTyme,” 
which included the hits “Somebody for Me” 
and “We Got Our OwnThang.” 

The band met with trageefy in 1990 when 
Trouble T-Roy died in an accident. One year 
later, they scored their biggest hit with the al- 
bum “Peaceful Journey” and single “Now That 
We Found Love,” which crossed over to main- 
stream pop audiences. 

A string of hits followed. The group sang 
the theme song for “In Living C 2 olor,” and 
Heavy D’s 1999 CD “Heavy” became his sev- 
enth album to make the R&BTop 10.

Taking his cuts 

Reed Johnson goes from the batter’s box to the Octagon— to stay in shape, that is

When the offseason hits, many baseball players con- 
centrate on recharging. Reed Johnson, on the other 
hand, puts the batting gloves away and puts on an- 
other type of gloves. 

Living in Las Vegas is the best of both worlds for 
the former Cub, who recently became a free agent. 
During the winter, Johnson engages in MMA training 
with many UFC fighters. Forrest Griffin, Frank Trigg 
and Frank Mir all have shown Johnson what it takes to 
enter the Octagon. 

Johnson talked with RedEye about how he was in- 
troduced to mixed martial arts and how it gives him an 
edge on the diamond. 

How did you get introduced to MMA training? 

Well [former White Sox outfielder] Aaron Rowand and I 
both train at a physical therapy office in Las Vegas and 
a lot of MMA and UFC fighters come to the same loca- 
tion to rehab or get things looked at. Frank Trigg was 
the first guy that introduced me to the training and I 
watched him do his strength and conditioning for an 
upcoming fight. 

I always enjoyed the way the fighters prepared for 
the fights and how they pushed themselves mentally. 
Watching the fights is always fun, but seeing these guys 
build themselves up to their fight is pretty miraculous. 

How has the training helped you gain an advantage 



in the outfield? 

I think the mental side of things is a big part of what I 
believe in. With the mental edge in hitting and feeling 
that you have the advantage over that pitcher is some- 
thing that I’m sure every player wants to have. I think 
in MMA they train and work their butt off leading up to 
a fight feeling that they worked that much harder and 
nobody can beat them. Both sports I think mentality is 
a big part of how to succeed and the training helps me 
feel like I can be that much more successful than my 
opponent. 

How do you balance your schedule in terms of train- 
ing with a 162 -game schedule? 

Mostly the heavy training I did is in the offseason, be- 
cause during the season you can’t do anything heavy in 
terms of building your body up. It’s really hard to lift and 
be sore every day and go out there and perform. I used 
a lot of the same exercises the fighters use during their 
training sessions, but I scaled back the intensity during 
the season to make it more of a maintenance session. 

A lot of the core work I do keep the same and when the 
winter months come around, I really hit the gym hard. 

Is there any player who has picked up the training 
from you? 

Well Marlon Byrd does a lot of that and I know it was 
boxing at first. He does have a few buddies that train 
MMA and I know that is becoming more and more of 
his training. A lot of these guys are in the best shape of 
their lives and want to continue to be that, so they want 
to explore other avenues of training. 


What is your opinion about MMA becoming more 
mainstream? 

I love it. A lot of those people who say that it’s dogfight- 
ing and humans don’t have a clue what the sport is 
about. Those guys whose lives have been wrestling and 
MMA their entire lives know what the true meaning of 
the sport is. With the sport becoming bigger and bigger 
every day, hopefully the new fans realize the sport isn’t 
about the blood and beating each other up but what it 
takes to become a successful athlete. 

How many of the events do you get to watch? 

I try to watch each and every one of them. Being in 
Vegas, you are way more exposed to the fighting and 
things going on relating to the sport. During the season 
if we have a day game on Saturday, I will definitely turn 
the fights on and watch them with other players. 

Who are some of the fighters you root for? 

Well Forrest Griffin is a big one. He is the kind of guy 
that won’t hide anything and the way he fights. He has 
this attitude that doesn’t make any excuses and if he 
got his butt whooped, he will tell you that. He’s straight- 
forward and that’s why I think a lot of people like him 
as a fighter. TJ. Lavin is another guy from Vegas that is 
another good friend of mine and usually on fight days 
him, Frank Trigg and Frank Mir all come over to the 
house and get a professional’s insight on what is going 
on during the PPV card.

As players reject latest

After a meeting of 29 of the 30 player representatives in Ne\v 
'^rk City the National Basketball Players Association de- 
clined to accept what the NBA has termed a take-it-or-leave- 
it offer that will worsen if the union doesn't accept by close of 
business Wednesday 

NBPA president Derek lusher and executive director Billy 


Hunter said after the meeting that the union instead hopes 
to negotiate further with league officials before Wednesda/s 
deadline arrives. The NBA lockout has lasted 130 days. 

“The players are clearly of the mind that it’s an unaccept- 
able proposal,” Hunter said. 

The Celtics were the only team not represented. Although 
neither Bulls player rep Carlos Boozer nor alternate Joakim 
Noah attended, John Lucas III served as a last-minute fill-in 
for the team. 

Hunter added that he has heard the league plans to cancel 
games through Christmas if a deal isn’t reached by Wednes- 
day 


lusher said the union has made aU the concessions on the 
split of basketball-related income and that it’s time for own- 
ers to make concessions on system issues. Perhaps tipping 
the union’s hand, I lunter said he is convinced that the league 
“would come back and do the >0-50 deal,” The union publicly 
has offered only to drop to a 51 percent split of income.

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J. Edgar’ plays it safe 


Clint Eastwood knows a great 
deal about many subjects: grum- 
bling, the '^st, gunfire, stubble. 

'I'hen there are topics, recent 
years have proven, about which 
Mr. Eastwood has fewer in- 
sightful thoughts: kidnapping, 
apartheid, the afterlife, ‘^^^rsey 
Shore.” (Well, the latter is an 
assumption, pending production 
of Eastwood^s revenge saea “Fist 
Pump.”) 

Now, with “J- l^dgar,” the 
sometimes-great director (most 
recently: “Letters From Iwo 
Jima”) takes on another complicated story and again plays 
it soft and safe. 

More convincing as an old man than he was in “'ITie 
Aviator,” Leonardo DiCaprio stars as the FBFs first direc- 
tor, J. Edgar I loover, known as Edgar to his mother and 
friends. Much gossip has lingered about Hoover's alleged 
homosexuality and cross-dressing since he died in 1972. 
Before the film^s release, the FBI expressed concern that 
“J. Edgar” would depict a lifestyle that historical record 
could not confirm. After seeing the movie, the Feds prob- 
ably will say, “Not what we were hoping for, but it could 
have been worse.” 

That's because “J. Edgar,” written by Oscar-winning 
(and, relevant to mention in this case, openly gay) screen- 
writer Dustin Lance Black (“Milk”), does imply that there 
was a more-than- friends relationship between Hoover 
and his FBI right-hand man, Clyde Tolson (Armie Ham- 
mer). Hoover relentlessly pursues the secrets of criminals 
and elected officials but, perhaps stemming from his 
mother's (Judi Dench) intolerance, feels embarrassed 
about, as he puts it, his disinclination to dance with 
women. Yet the decades-long bond between Hoover 
and'lblson includes but one kiss, from which Hoover 
retreats. 

'Fhe FBI director effectively avoided concrete 
documentation about his personal life, but “J. Edgar” 
suggests the movie doesn’t know anything for sure. 
'Fhat's fine to recognize the public's lack of information;

however, a biopic should 
understand the what and 
why of private moments. 

“J. Edgar” instead presents 
conjecture w-ithout nuance. 

It never dares to consider how the men apparently 
endured a loving relationship that was never physical or 
demonstrative. 

I'hat’s just one way this story unfolds more like chapter 
titles than chapters, moving on to the next subject before 
finishing the last one. (A biopic should never feel like 
browsing.) Bouncing between Hoover’s early days on 
the job and his elder years — during which he dictates 
memoirs to a revolving door of young agents— the film’s 
grueHng structure eliminates urgency and focus. What 
did the bureau accomplish, besides taking down high- 
profile folks Hke John Dillinger and the Lindbergh baby 
murderer? What was the impact of Hoover’s buttoned- 
up personal Hfe, not to mention his divisive political 
investigations and allegations of racism and sexism? 

The natural ease between DiCaprio and Hammer 
(could they have found more boyish faces to turn into 
old ones?) appears special when Hoover and Tolson are 
alone, but more muted with others around, ^t Eastwood 
has not delivered an involving portrait of a man wilHng to 
confront everyone’s hidden agenda but his own. J. Edgar 
Hoover may have doggedly pursued his perception of 
truth and justice, but the largely dry “J. Edgar” lacks the 
conviction of its subject.

There’s probably no other spirit as steeped in 
mystique as absinthe. Thanks to the likes of 
Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec, Ernest Heming- 
way and Paul Verlaine, absinthe came to be 
portrayed as an addictive, psychoactive drug 
that could alter an imbiber’s perceptions, 
emotions and consciousness. That percep- 
tion led the U.S. and much of Europe to, until 
recently, ban the spirit. 

Despite that scandalous reputation, 
absinthe isn’t really any different from other 
spirits. Like gin, it’s simply a neutral spirit 
(think a flavorless alcohol like vodka) that 
then is distilled with botanicals. 

Absinthe doesn’t require aging, which 
makes it an ideal product for a distillery to 
sell because it offers a quick turnaround 
from distillation to bottle. And its distinct 
aniselike flavor does the trick on its own or in 
cocktails such as a Corpse Revival No. 2. 

Those attributes, rather than the spirit’s 
mystique, are what drew Andrew Webber, 
head distiller and CEO of Corsair Artisan 
Distillery, and his partner, Darek Bell, to 
produce an absinthe. 

Starting out, the distillery aimed to pro- 
duce whiskeys. But because those required 
years of aging in a barrel before they could be 
sold, the pair also needed to produce unaged 
spirits they could sell right away 

While researching classic spirits produced in 
the 19th century Webber found notes from im- 
bibers who toured distilleries. “Things weren’t 
nearly as proprietary as they are today” he says. 
‘We came across these tomes online that de- 
tailed how distillers were producing absinthe. 
That planted the seed in our heads.” 

At first the pair aimed to replicate the 
exact recipes detailed in the notes, which 
were for two varieties of absinthe: Blanche, 
which is clear, and Verte, which has a green 
tint thanks to the herbs infused in it. ^t as 
they toyed with the recipes an element was 
missing that they couldn’t quite identify 

That’s when they read about rogue ab- 
sinthe, a more obscure variety with a red hue 
thanks to the addition of hibiscus. Distilling 
the spirit, the pair found the rogue had a 
distinct floral, tangy note that cut back on 
the acrid bitterness of their Verte batches. In 
short, it worked. 

“We think of a good spirit as something 
like a musical chord made up of several 
notes,” he says. “Our early batches were miss- 
ing a note in the chord. But when we added 
hibiscus, everything clicked.” 

Try it on its own with ice, with a lemon- 
lime soda or champagne. Or in this revival of 
the Revival.

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Dressing for winter

» Check for quality. Look for shoddy seams. 
(Loose threads and broken stitches are dead 
giveaways.) Test zippers, buttons, snaps and 
other closures to make sure they function 
properly and are securely attached. 

»Get the right fit. In the privacy of a fitting 
room, do some stretches. 

» Reach above your head, hug yourself, touch 
your toes, twist around. A quality coat will en- 
dure your calisthenics and retain a comfort- 
able fit.
